4. ISRAELI PRACTIVES IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES - 
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SPECIAL POLITICAL COMMITTEE WILL CONCLUDE THIS WEEK DEBATE ON 
FOLLOWING DRAFT RESOLUTIONS: GENEVA CONVENTION, OMNIBUS, 

AND QUNEITRA. EGYPTIAN MISSION INFORMED USUN ARAB GROUP 
MEET LAST WEEK ON THESE THREE RESOLUTIONS. QUENITA RESOLUTION
